Abraham McClain, aged 54, 


foreinan on a state highway 
department maintenance crew, 
wa<j almost instantly killed at 
lOiJJO a. m Monday when he 
stepped from behind a parked 
truck into the path of the auto- 
mobile driven by George E. 
Hyers. 57, of 573 Carpenter- 
st, Columbus. McClain's death 
was caused by a crushed chest. 


The accident happened on 


state route'104, the Jackson- 
pk, north of Fox P. O. where 
the state highway department 
is. doing some work on the 
road-. 


Mr. Hyers stopped his car in- 


stantly and hurried Mr. McClain 
to Berger hospital, only 16 find 
him dead when he reached there. 
He was then taken to the Albaugh 
funeral home. The body was later 
transferred to the M. S. Rinehart 
funeral home.

Hyers said, "We were traveling 
north when we reached a sign that 
said 'Men Working.' I slowed the 
car and was not driving 
faster 


than 20 miles an hour when a. man 
stepped from behind a parked 
truck directly into the path of the 
car. I had no chance to stop. The 
auto struck him knocking him to 
the ground. I stopped instantly 
and picked him ,up and took him 
to the hospital." 


Mr. McClain has been a state 


highway department foreman for 
quite a while and was a very well 
and favorably known man in this 
community. He had been a resi- 
dent of this city until about six 
months ago when he removed with 
his wife to a house oa th* farm of 
Elizabeth Stevenson in Jackson- 
twp on the Darbyville-pk, five 
miles west of this city. While liv- 
ing here he and his wife, who sur- 
vives him lived on Elm-ave. 


Mr. McClain was a native of 


Vinton-co, and was born February 
7, 1876. He was the 
son of 


William Wesley and Rose Anne 
McNeal McClain. He was married 
to Ella-Brooks, of this city, on 
June 25, 1906. No children were 
born to the union. Mrs. Bessie 
Morgan of this city was adopted 
by Mr. and Mrs. McClain and made 
her home with them until her mar- 
riage. Besides his wife he is sur- 
vived by two brothers. Shad, of 
Circleville. and Jacob, of Wash- 
ington C. H. Two half-brothers 
also survive.

LAW JULY 31 


Certificate of Title For Motor 


Vehicles Must Be Filed 


With Clerks. 


County Clerk of Courts Ferd 


M. Pickens states that the Pringle 
Bill (relative 
to Certificates of 


Title for Motor Vehicles) which 
was passed by the General As- 
sembly and signed by Governor 
George White will become a law 
Tuly 31st. 


The Assembly also passed the 


Marshall Bill, which the Governor 
permitted to become a law without 
his signature. 


This Act repeals the Pringle Bill 


and was filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State July 16th, 1931, 
which makes it effective on Oct. 
14, 1931. Therefore, there is a 
period of 76 days during which 
:he Commissioner 
of Motor Ve- 


hicles and the Clerks of Courts 
are bound to enforce the provis- 
ions of the Pringle Bill. 


Therefore after July 30, 1931, 


the Bills of Sale for automobiles, 
as in use at this time, can not be 
filed and must be replaced by the 
Certificate of Title. , 


In Me-purchasing of a, new car, 


the dealer must give to the pur- 
chaser a manufacturer's or im- 
porter's certificate together with 
an application for a certificate of 
title, signed by the purchaser in 
the presence of a notary public, 
said application stating in full all 
liens, incumberances or mortgages. 


The purchaser then presents the 


manufacturer's or importer's cer- 
tificate, together with his applica- 
tion for certificate of title to the 
Clerk of Courts, who issues to the 
applicant a certificate of title, if 
there are no hens upon the ear; 
if-there is a lien upon the car the 
holder of the lien receives the cer- 
tificate of title and the purchaser 
receives a memorandum 
certifi- 


cate, which is effective for the 
purpose of obtaining his license 
only. 


After the hen is cancelled upon 


the car the purchaser is entitled 
io his certificate of title. 


This change effects only motor 


vehicles changing hands 
during 


I the period of 76 days between 
July 31 and Oct. 14, 1931.

Bureau of the Census announces 
that, according to the returns re- 
ceived, there were 1,128,180 mar- 
riages performed in the United 
States during the year 1930, as 
compared with 1,232,559 in 1929. 
These figures represent a decrease 
of 104,379 or 8.5 per cent. There 
was an increase of 4.2 per cent 
from 1928 to 1929. 


During the year 1930, there 


were 191,630 divorces granted in 
the United States, as compared 
with 201,468 in 1929, representing 
a decrease of 9,838 or 4.9 per cent. 
There were 4,333 marriages an- 
nulled in 1930, as compared with 
4,408 in 1929. 


The 
estimated 
population of 


continental United States on July 
1, 1930, was 123.191.000. and on 
July l, 1929, 121,526,429. On the 
basis of these estimates, the num- 
ber of marriages per 1,000 of the 
population was 9.2 in 1930, as 
against 10.1 in 1929; and the num- 
ber of divorces per 1,000 of 
the 


population was 1.56 in 1930, as 
against 1.66 in 1929. 


While the net decrease in the 


number of marriages 
performed 


in the country as a whole was 
8.5. per cent, the relative change in 
the different States ranged from a 
decrease of 28.5 per cent in Texas 
to an increase of 29.5 per cent in 
New Mexico. 
(Only 9 States re- 


ported increases—Maine 3.9 per 
cent; Nebraska nve:tenths of one 
per cent; Virginia 1.3 per cent: 
Kentucky 2.1 per cent; Louisiana

I in North Carolina and 4.7 in Dela- 
ware, to 20.5 in New Mexico and 
67.0 in Nevada. In general, the 
changes in the number of mar- 
riages per 1,000 of the population, 
as shown in the table on page 2, 
form a more satisfactory index of 
the trend with regard to marriage 
in the several States than do the 
actual number of marriages, be- 


i cause they take account of differ- 


] en.ces in the rate of increase in the 
general population. 


Because of numerous requests 


for this information, the relative 
number of marriages to each 
divorce has been computed. In 
1930 for the United States as a 
whole, 5.9 marriages for each 
divorce were reported, as against 
6.1 in 1929. The District of Co- 
lumbia and New York State, each 
having but one cause for absolute 
divorce, reported 57-5 and 24.5, 
respectively, while the.rates in the 
other States ranged 
from 12.9

Georgia to 2.3 marriages to each 
divorce in Nevada. 


The changes 
in the 
various 


States as regards the number of 
divorces compared with the year 
1929, 
ranged from a decrease of 


19.1 per cent in the District of 
Columbia to an increase of 21.3 
per cent in Delaware. Increased 
rates for divorces were reported 
by 9 other States, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, 
Connecticut, Pennsyl- 


vania, Virginia, Arizona, • Utah, 
Nevada and California. 


The ratio of divorces per 1,000
